COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire the Commissioners of Carroll 
County submit their annual report together with the 
report of the Superintendent of the County Farm 
and of the various other County Officers. 


The Commissioners are pleased to say that, with 
the’éxception of the expenses ‘oft reliefy they aave 
been able to keep within their respective appropriations 
in practically every case the past year. In anticipating 
the cost of the various forms of relief off thé Parm 
the Commissioners figured thirty thousand ($30,000) dol- 
lars would be necessary. We anticipated a fifty per cent 
reimbursement from State and Federal funds, so fifteen 
thousand ($15,00G) dollars was asked for in the budget. 
No reimbursement was received until July 1, 1936. 
Accordingly this appropriation was necessarily over- 
spent. 

Along with this trouble the new old age assistance 
law took effect early in the year, and the number of old 
age assistance applicants doubled at once. For general 
information it may be said that if a person qualifies for 
old age assistance, it must be granted, according to social 
security laws. It is not a matter which the Commis- 
sioners decide, as is generally thought. 

The majority of the necessary improvements at the 
County Home have been the installation of a sprinkler 
system in the almshouse and jail, a new steel roof on 
the cow barn, and a new cement floor in the almshouse 
kitchen. ‘The sprinkler system relieves anxiety as to 
the safety of the inmates, a majority of whom are old 
and infirm, especially since we have such a wonderful 
supply of water, made possible through the new pipe line 
laid last year. Also insurance rates have been practically 
cut in the middle.

The new barn roof was an emergency which was 
taken care of without any special money as was also. 
the kitchen floor. 


A few minor changes in the general office routine 
have been: (1) The hiring of an office girl, Miss Iva An- 
drews of Ossipee, a most efficient young lady, who may 
be found at any time upstairs in the Court House, 
(2) and the taking over in June of the payment of all 
Farm Bills by the Commissioners, together with the 
keeping of complete records in the County office of all 
receipts and expenditures. 


In reference to the investigation which was con- 
ducted in January the Commissioners wish to say that 
all the evidence heard at the hearing has been turned 
over to Harold Hart, chairman of the Carroll County 
Delegation. If sufficient evidence is found by the Dele- 
gation, a public hearing can be held by them, and the 
Commissioners will welcome any such a move, as there 
is nothing which they wish to misrepresent or cover up. 


April first will bring about the replacement of one 
member of our board, and we review with gratitude our 
_associations and accomplishments. Mr. Raymond Weeks 
of Wakefield will be welcomed on the board, and the 
remaining members assure the public that the same 
efforts will be put forward in the future for the best 
interests of Carroll County.

Offence, embezzle- 
ment. Plea, guilty. Sentence, one year House of Cor- 
rection; Mittimus deferred during good behavior. 

There has been a substantial reduction in the costs 
of law enforcement for the County in the past year with- 
out any impairment of efficiency. The Solicitor hopes 
for and recommends a thorough co-ordination of ‘Town 
Constables, Police Officers and Sheriffs. This can be 
accomplished most effectively by a Police School for 
the instruction of officers, and such a proposition is now 
being considered by the Attorney-General with the 
assistance of the County Solicitors throughout the State.
